as Home is Destroyed 


Chicago, May 3—(AP)—A mo- 


ther rescued her three children 
from their burning home in suburb- 
an Franklin Park today but one of 
the youngsters rushed back into 
the house and perished in the 
flames before she could reach him 
a second time. 


Tommy Cristie, 4, escaped from 


his mother, Ekanor, 32, and ran 
back to the house. By that time 
the flames, whipped by strong 
winds, had spread through most of 
the six-room house and neither the 
mother nor bystanders could fol- 
low him. 


Mrs. Cristie and two smaller 


children—Kenneth 1, and Leonard, 
2—were 
burned 
critically. The 


children's father had left for work 
a short time before the fire start- 
ed.

afternoon when convicts seized an 
arsenal. 


The six convicts during the night 


held ten prison officers as host- 
ages for about seven hours, shoot- 
ing some, and injuring all but one. 
The hostages were rescued in a 
raging gun battle. 


In addition to the 
death of 


Stites and Miller, thirteen other 
prison officers were injured. 


Ring Leaders Named

the six ringleaders who, he said, 
seized arms and shot several offi- 
cers the convicts had held for 
more than seven hours as hostages 
m a desperate but unsuccessful 
break for freedom. 


Ten hostages were rescued, all 


hut one of them injured, three crit- 
ically.

The coroner's office report- 
ed he was machine-gunned ap- 
parently from close range.

Burlington Makes 
Five Test Runs at 
Scene of Tragedy 


Naperville, HI., May 3—(AP) — 


A Burlington railroad train, dupli- 
cating the road's Exposition Fly- 
er, which rammed into the rear 
of the Advance Flyer on April 25 
ki'ling 45 persons, made five test 
runs yesterday over a stretch of 
track near the scene of the colli- 
sion, at speeds varying- from_80_to 
86 r^iles an hour. 


A Burlington official said the

the Exposition Flyer "could have 
been stopped with a minor acci- 
dent." 


Burlington

that in the first four runs the 
tram was brought to a stop short 
of the point of collision.

was 1,327 feet past the red block 
signal which signalled a stop to

the Naperville station.

Washington, 
May 
3—(AP)—• 


Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitt 
declared today the "basic defects" 
of pending- legislation to unify the 
Army and Navy could be remedied 
to eliminate Navy fear of becom- 
ing the "weak link" in "the nation- 
al security chain. 


Nimitz, appearing before 
the 


senate naval committee, cloaely 
followed the testimony, occasional- 
ly word for word, which Secretary 
of the Navy Forreatall gave Wed- 
nesday. 


Like Forrestall he found fault 


with provisions of the proposed 
merger that would create a su- 
preme chief of staff and reduce the 
status of the Army and Navy de- 
partments to that of agencies. He 
echoed his chief that the plan doe* 
not provide unity at all and no or- 
ganizational details have been 
worked out.

Electricity Restricted 


If the nation-wide strike of bituminous coal miners continues, it is estimated that our sup- 
plies of coal for the generation of electricity will be exhausted on May 21. This means that 
the normal electric power supply would cease on May 21 unless' the production of coal is re- 
sumed by May 14, because even when the miners return to work, about 7 days will be required 


for coal to reach our generating stations. 


The undersigned presented the facts of this critical situation to the Illinois Com* 


merce Commission. Following a hearing, the Commission ordered immediate curtail* 
ments in the use of electricity. 
These restrictions are necessary to prolong electric 


service for public health and safety and protection of property. 


Accordingly, the immediate curtailment of electricity has been ordered: 


"a. for all such purposes as decorative, or ornamental and flood lighting, sign 
lighting, window and show case lighting, comfort air-conditioning, car heating, 


and interior lighting in excess of minimum requirements; 


"b. for industrial use except for an aggregate of 24 hours during the period 


Monday to Friday inclusive .. . ; 


"c. for commercial use except the four-hour period between 2 p. m. and 6 p. m. 


of Monday through Saturday inclusive ...;" 


The Commission further orders the exemption from curtailment, so far as possible, 
of uses of electricity which are immediately essential to public health and safety and 
protection of property. 


Your compliance is vital in this emergency. Everything possible is being clone to protect 
and continue the supply of electricity. As soon as deliveries of coal are resumed, these re- 
strictions will be relaxed and you will be immediately notified. 


Early in the war, 122 days' supply of coal was maintained. Government fuel reg- 


ulations caused a gradual reduction of this supply to approximately SO days at the 
beginning of the coal strik* April 1.

Vaccine 


Announce*/ by State 


Springfield, 111., May 3—(AP>— 


A new method of producing nbtM 
vaccine has been developed in Btato 
health department laboratories in 
cooperation 
with 
the research 


staff of the Samuel Deutsch Serum 
Center at Michael Reese hoapital 
in Chicago, the department'reveai- 
ed today. 


The new process uses ultra-vio- 


let rays instead of phenol and 
gives a "seemingly better vaccine 
which confers an earlier immunity 
against rabies, is more potent in 
protection against the disease, and 
has better deeping qualities," the 
department said. 


Although vaccine has Deen pre- 


pared by this method for some 
time, wartime restrictions had held 
up publication of the information, 
the department added. 


Rabies vaccine formerly was 


made by injecting rabies virus into 
rabbits who then developed the 
disease and died. 
The rabbits' 


brains were pulverized and phenol 
added. 


"The disadvantages of this me- 


thod were too often a variation 
i nthe potency of the vaccine a.ad 
a rapid loss of strength, necessi- 
tating the use of the vaccine with- 
in a six months period," the de- 
partment's release said.

Soon after their departure, 
she also left the tavern and was 
followed by Jacobs who was said 
to have repeatedly begged the 
young woman to abandon her sui- 
cidal decision.
